SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Home, Sex, Home is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book contains fictional sequences involving sexual activity between two teenage 
brothers, and between the brothers and a young female and her younger brother. The 
book tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. The young males in the story are between 14 and 16 years old. 
Descriptions relish the youthful physique and behaviour of the boys. The sexual activity 
between the teenage characters is described in a sexually explicit manner with the 
intention of sexually arousing the reader. 

The book also tends to promote and support the use of coercion to compel persons to 
participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. A young female is bound and used for the 
sexual gratification of the other boys without first having given consent. Although the 
scenarios in the book present as fiction, the coercive acts are described in a titillatory 
manner within a context which is intended to sexually arouse the viewer. The young 
female, despite initial fright and lack of consent, eventually enjoys and consents to 
sexual activity, strengthening the idea that the use of coercion is a successful means to 
acquiring a sexual partner. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation to 
this publication. The book tends to promote and support criteria under the deeming 
provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 overriding the 
provisions set out in the NZBR Act. 
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
